To Gobble Up the Trade of
Northwestern Nebraska,

A Most Interesting Meeting to
Discuss the Matter,

CHANCE

More Railroad Facilition or Lower
Rates Wanted.

A meeling of prominent citizens
wns held at the board of trade rooma
last evening to consider some meas.

They
are of our state and thoy want to
build up the frade and commerce of
Nebraska and not that of dowa., They
have  been ‘dopendant upon
Sioux City and  they  believe
advautage hns  been taken of their
neceasitios.  They want to  deal with
us, If.the railronds will do what is
right Omaha ean have alarge share of
their trnde.  Railroads, like individ-
uals, work for their own interest, If
they favor one place in preferenco to

interest of the wad to doso, 1
lievo the gontlemen who manage the
O, 8t. P, M. & Omaha railrond in
Nebraskan are inclined to do that
which is fair and ennble us to do busi-
ness with these people, Tt will ba to
their  own  interest  The  peo-
ple of Douglaa  county  donat-
od §200,000 towards the building
of this road, and while the benefit has
not been all that wus unticipated it
hus yot been a ying iovestment.

SBome of these
he had scen  digging  ditches
in  Omalin for seventy-live cents
day and wnow they could
draw their checks for hundreds of
dollars, He wondered whether the
Sioux City railroad people had any in-

Omaha. The counatry wns to be
donsely populated. If there was a
railroad in conflict with their interest
it must be pushed aside. They want
Omaha people to take hold of them
merely in a business sense. He knew
that Omaha wanted another railroad
to round it ont so that Omaha
should have her own. He meant
that when railroads were shooting out
to the northern part of the state tak-
ing away the trade that it lays in the
power of Mr, Kountze to say whether

SEWER SYSTEM.

How An Excellent One Oan
Be Becured for Omaha,

City HEngineer Rosewanter Tella
All About It.

Disposing of Burface Drainage
and Bewer Gas.

The Bonds Votsd Suficlent to Cax oy
Threugh the Work.

City Engineer Andrew HRosowater
returned home last night from a visit
to Newport, where he went to have a
conference with Geo. E. Waring on
the subject of Omaha sewerage,

Generally sponking Mr. Waring's
nystem o
kitchen slops aund like matter and run
them into drains, independent of the
draina for rain water. The system
consista of placing a tank at the sum-
mil of each Iaternl sewor., About
thirty tanks, cach of o capacity of 112
gallona, will be placed in various parts
of the city, Thoese tanks auto-
matic in their action, snd by fush.
ing them with water from the water
works they will discharge overy twelve
hours. This system of frequent clenna-
ing prevents decomposition, which
usually requires about three days. To
obviate any possibility of ill-effect
from the smewer through defects in
construction, the sewers aro provided
with a system of ventilation. At the
foot of each lateral, before it dis-
charges into the main sewer,
there is placed a  ventilating
pipe which connects with the sewer
and extends slightly above the surface
of the ground. These ventilators are
s0 connected as to admit nothing but
air,

“How “dpes the discharge take
place? was asked Mr. Rorawater.

“The eapacity of the sewer will be
such that at its greatest fow it will
only be one-third full.  The pipes
will be of sufficient size t4
admit a house connection every fifty
feet, yet being only one-third full,
two thirds of the space is allowed
for the free pnasage of air, which is
well known to be the best disinfect-
ant, Under the old system it was
necessary to carry away all the flood
water. This is frequently an import-
ant matter here.  For instance, two
months ago, we had a rainfull of one

and a  hali inches in  twenty
minutes. No city has a sewer so large

as to at once discharge to heavy a
flood. We will allow this water to flow
in the gutters,”

In considering the sewerage from a
sanitary standpoint the two creeks of
the city were found to be rather awk-
ward stumbling blocks, The ultimate
design.is to change them into conduits
for carrying off' surface drainage.

In this way traps  and
cateh basinsg—both expensive—will be
avoided.

“What is the intention in regard to
North Omaha creek?” was nsked.

“It is designed,' said Mr, Rosewa-
ter, *‘to follow the Plillips’ plan with
u possible modifieation in the size.
This conduit, ingead of being carried
to Jones street, will be run from Chi-
cugostreet totheriver, The sewer will
be seven or eight feet at the outiall
into the river, instead of 124, as was
originally designed.”

“How about South Omaha creek?”
“1t will be recommended that the
gaps west to east on Ninth to Thir-
teenth be filled up, thus doing away
with the bridges, but allowing au
open channel otherwise for the pres-
ent."

“What will be done in the matter
of surface drainage?”

““There is the greatest need for sur-
facy drainnge on accoun’ of the heavy
flows from the hills which do more or
less damage. It has been designed,
and the work may be done next year,
to take Dodge street as a dividing line,
and extend from thsat street west
along thebase of the hills downto Bouth
Omaha creek and up to North Omaha
a line of grated openings to receivo the
flow of water and discharge it into
these creeks and thus freo the busi-
ness part of the city from a great nui.
sance. In the matterof the bottoms,"”
continued the city engineer, ‘‘an exca-
vation will probably have to be made
to receive tie sowerage drainings. It
will be dug deep so that it may flow
into  the river during ita low
stagos, and be pumped there during
the high water. e will constructan
earthen embankment from the quar-
ries below Boyd's packing house to
the sulphur springs, over which we
will plant willows, This will cost
about £30,000, In house draining,
the sewage pipes will be run under
the building and connect with the
flucs, 8o as to provids thorough venti-
lation for sewer gas."

It will be remembered that 8100,
000 has beon voted for sewerage pur-
poses. The total expense of the
main line of sewers, including engin-
eering and royalty will be between
305,000 und $40,000, The balance,
$00,000, will be applied to the North
and South Owmaha creek conduits.
South Omaln erock can be placed in
condition for 30,000, leaving the
balance for work on the North Oma-
ha creck,

Mayor Boyd will call a special
meeting of council to oconsider the
matter, when he will make such ree-
ommendations as he may consider ad-

visable.

THE CHANGED PLAN.

How the Cost of the Court
House Can Be Lessened.

—

Yasterday County Clerk Man
chester received the original and mod-
ified plans for the new court house
from the architect in Detroit. A very
beautiful perspective view of the orig-
inal design for the edifice accom-
panied the plan. It is handsomely
colored and will be placed upon exhi-
bition, The meodified plan will in-
clude the same perspective as the
original, the principal changes being
from stone to brick in two fronts. The

changes suggested by the archi-
tect to reduce the cost of
the original plan is as follows:

Alliron beams and brick
arches will be omitted and wood joists
will he used in their place for allfloors
above first floor ingluding roof, White
pine, grained and shaded to represent
walnut, will be used in place
of hard wood. The iron stairs
will be replaced by black walnut ones,
the basement to be unfinished. In-
stead of using plate-glass in the win-
dows, they will be filled with English
orystal sheet throughout, Galyanized
iron will be used for the tops of the
chimneys and ventilation shafts in
place of stone, The corridor of the
first tloor will be tiled and the others
made «f wood.

broadeloth or with kid gloves or
mounted with badges, for they are not
at all times indicative of what o man
is, or that he is a member of the de-
partment,
